The "gun" is a boiler-like tank, 
with a big 
snout at one end and 
a compressor at the other. 
• A t­ 
tached to the spout Is a movable 
six-inch pipe, through which the 
cem ent Is forced. 
The tank is fill­ 
ed with liquid cement, driven into 
the tunnel. 
And 
the cem ent Is 
driven between the rough w alls of 
the tunnel and the wooden Inside 
form, through small openings. 
That the system I* fast and e f­ 
ficient is proven by the fact that 
many engineers are visiting the 
work to study the m ethods in use, 
according to Arthur P. D avis, chief 
engineer. 
About 105 feet of tunnel a day 
can be finished with the machine, 
working two shifts of eight hours 
each. 
One filling of cem ent is 
blown out in about five m inutes. 
Under this method, 1600 feet of 
the tunnel has been cem ented and 
the work is progressing much more 
rapidly than lf the old 
pouring 
methods wereused.

Rezanov Voyage to Nueva Califor­ 
nia in 1806.’’ 
Ju st th at alone will 
attract

read the story of the wooing of 
the daughter of the Spanish gov­ 
ernor of California by the Russian 
officer. 
And when it is learned 
that 
this 
new book 
answ ers 
a 
question that remained unanswered 
throughout the long life of Con­ 
cepcion Arguello, th at has rem ain­ 
ed unanswered in California now 
for 120 years, deep indeed will be 
the interest in the book. 
First, let us briefly recall the 
story of Count Rezanov and then 
tell something of the publication 
of this book by Thomas C. Russell, 
who holds a unique place among 
publishers of books. 
Was Russian Explorer 
In 
1806, 
upper California was 
held by the Spanish with a hand­ 
ful of soldiers, scattered among 
barracks a t missions and a t pre­ 
sidios. 
The great Russian Bear 
was strolling through A laskan wa­ 
ters. 
He was seeking new lands. 
Among the Russian explorers was 
Count Nikolai Petrovich Rezanov. 
In February, 1806, Count Rezonov 
left Sitka on the ship Juno, bound 
for Spanish California for the pur­ 
pose of securing provisions to re­ 
lieve 
the 
starving 
R ussians 
in 
Russian America. 
Arriving in San Francisco 
he 
found Don Luis Antonio Arguello, 
commandante at the presidio, to be 
an affable Spaniard, quite willing 
to listen to Rezanov’s proposals for 
trade. 
Don Jose Joaquin Arrillaga, 
coming up from Monterey, gober- 
nador of Nueva 
California, was 
fearful of trouble with the mother 
country because of orders to look 
upon foreigners askance. 
W hile pleading his cause with 
the officials. Count Rezanov was 
received at social functions a t the 
home of Don Luis. 
"W hile awaiting the arrival of 
the gobernador,” wrote Rezanov in 
his official reort, now translated 
and printed In English in full for 
the first time, “we m ade visits 
daily a t the residence of the hos­ 
pitable Arguellos and soon became 
on intim ate terms 
w ith them. 
Loveliest of the lovely sisters of 
Don Luis, the comm andante tem ­ 
poral, the Dona Concepcion is the 
universally recognized 
beauty of 
Nueva California and your excel­ 
lency will concur with me when I 
say th at our past sufferings were 
thus delightfully requited for our 
tim e was passed very joyfully.” 
Concepcion and Rezanov fell in

It was many, many years before 
word came of the death of Rezan­ 
ov.

But let us quote 
the closing paragraphs from Bret 
H arte’s poem: 
“Quickly then cried Sir George 
Simpson, ‘Speak no ill of him, I 
pray,—He is dead, He died, poor 
fellow, 40 years ago this day. 
“ ‘Died while speeding home to 
Russia, falling from a fractious 
horse. 
Left a sweetheart, too, 
they tell me.

IVith more than 700,000 persons 
dying annually from the scourge, 
the problem is one of the most Im­ 
portant that has been undertaken 
by the International health organ­ 
ization of the league. 
"While the theory ha* long been 
held th at cancer is less frequent 
and less deadly in certain countries 
and with certain races than with 
others, efforts to arrive at any sci­ 
entifically established conclusions 
have met with serious obstacles. 
Comparison is Difficult 
In the first place, the different 
m anner in different countries of 
diagnosis, registration and the es­ 
tablishing 
of 
statistics 
rendered 
comparison difficult and 
In 
the 
second place the problem was too 
great for Individual physicians or 
scientists to undertake alone. 
W ith the preparatory work a l­ 
ready done by the International 
health organization of the league 
In providing for a common sys­ 
tem of statistics in a great many 
countries and with the whole o r­ 
ganization of the league back of 
it, it la believed th at definite re ­ 
sults can now be obtained. 
The investigation will last for a 
year at least and will embrace 
virtually the entire world. It will 
have as a basis certain results 
that have already been obtained In 
Europe and which indicate that 
geography and race play a very 
im portant role in the m atter of 
! cancer. 
Worst in North Europe 
These observations today show 
that the northern races of Europe* 


I are 
the heaviest sufferers 
from 
cancer. 
The Celtic race is less 
seriously affected while the races 
of the Iberian pennlsula and the 
Island races are least afflicted. 
As regards the island popula- 
tions, these of the northern Islands 
have a great deal more cancer 
than those on the M editerranean 
islands.

Already the warning has gone out 
that trouble may be expected on 
election day and police and county 
officials are taking precautions to 
prevent a sim ilar outbreak of vio­ 
lence. 
The issues Involved are somewhat 
submerged 
behind 
personalities. 
Mayor Dever, who has served one 
term, is centering his fight on the 
success of his adm inistration and 
the promise that the city shall have 
a chance to vote on w hether sub­ 
ways are to be installed In Chicago. 
This traction problem Is one of the 
main civic questions before the pub­ 
lic now. 
Form er Mayor 
Thompson, 
who 
served Chicago two terms, is m ak­ 
ing his plea on a list of national 
topics. He favors “America First." 
He recently went to W ashington to 
give ald for passage of the Boulder 
dam bill. 
He says that gang rule 
will be deleted from Chicago, that 
he will fight for repeal of the state 
search and seizure law and that his 
police departm ent 
will spend Its 
time ending crime rather than the 
drinking of intoxicants. 
Attacks Thompson Regime 
D r Robertson has spent most of 
his time attacking the former ad­ 
ministration of Thompson, saying it 
was marked w ith graft and ineffi­ 
ciency. 
Robertson was city health 
commissioner 
under 
the 
former 
Thompson regime. 
Throughout 
the 
campaign 
the 
workings of the big political m a­ 
chines of Chicago can be seen. The 
Brennan m achine ha* been started 
behind Dever. 
Thompson *.* being 
backed by the Crowe-Barrett Re­ 
publican machine 
and 
peace has 
been restored so th at the Deneen 
faction Is 
a t 
least not 
fighting 
Thompson, lf not giving active sup 
port to him. Thompson was oppos­ 
ed by a Deneen candidate, Edward 
R. Lltsinger, In the primaries. 
Robertson Is 
supported 
by the 
Lundln faction. 
Lundln Is a pow­ 
erful member of the Republican 
group In Chicago. He formerly was 
the sponsor for Mayor Thompson 
but they broke during the last yea* 
of Thompson’s administration. 
He gave his support to Dr. Rob­ 
ertson for the prim ary battle and 
shortly before the primary election 
Robertson withdrew from the Re­ 
publican race and announced

would be an Independent candidate 
for mayor.

from Jan. I, 1925 to Jan. I, 1927, 
the latter have gained in popula­ 
tion an aggregate of 4.43 per cent, 
while the Pacific coast cities have 
Increased In population by 6.86 per 
cent.

COLUMBUS, O., March 18.—"O 
Henry” was the pseudonym used 
by W. S. Porter after July 24, 1901, 
and It w'as under that name he won 
his reputation as one of the world’s 
greatest short story writers. 
But the pen name before July 24, 
1901, was not a name but a num ­ 
ber. 
From April 25, 1898, until 
three years and four months after­ 
wards. AV. S. Porter was known as 
No. 30,664 in the Ohio penitentiary. 
He won all honor possible under 
his first nom-de-plume. 
The "O. P. News,” the newspaper 
of Ohio penitentiary, holds up W. 
S. Porter as an example and a 
model to the 3229 convicts now In­ 
carcerated behind the gray walls 
of the prison, In a recent editorial. 
The parole system, based upon 
the Indefinite sentence law now In 
use. w'as not In force at th at time, 
and prisoners were given definite 
periods of imprisonment, with days 
deducted for good behavior. 
O. Henry earned more than 600 
days off for good behavior, In little 
more than three years. 
The prison paper also used O. 
Henry’s later achievements in the 
world of letters as an example to 
the men in prison, suggesting that 
“a record” need not prevent them 
from attaining su ccess 
O. Henry was 31 years old in 
April, 1898, when he entered Ohio 
penitentiary. While in the peniten­ 
tiary, No. 80,664 was assigned to 
work In the pharmacy. Early train ­ 
ing as a pharm acist enabled him 
to fill such a position. 
Although 
biographers generally 
agree th at O. Henry was not guilty, 
that he was not even employed at 
the Austin (Tex.) bank on one of 
the 
days 
upon 
which 
he 
was 
charged with embezzling $1163, and 
that he wras convicted largely be­ 
cause of his flight to South Amer­ 
ica, the "O. P. News” concerns It­ 
self but little over th at possibility. 
It only mentions that W. Sydney 
Porter "served tim e” behind the 
walls of Ohio penitentiary, and left 
behind him a record that all pris­ 
oners w’ould do well to emulate.

found a num ber of $20 gold pieces 
inside the walls of the room in 
which the doctor lost his life.

Dr. Talbott w as shot by his sons 
the night of Septem ber 18, 1880, and 
died a short tim e later.

BELFAST, March l l .—A recent 
decision of tho war office to abolish 
Carrickfergus castle, as a military 
station makes very uncertain the 
future of one of the most historic 
spots In the British isles.

of 
Luther G. Brown, attorney, bring» 
to the m inds of old-tim e residents 
of the county a court case famous 
in 
the 
annals 
of early 
Orange 
county. 
Brown, in the W a , w as a school 
teacher at El Modena. He and his 
father quarrelled w ith a neighbor, 
Murray, 
the 
village 
blacksmith. 
Brown struck Murray over the head 
with a shovel, inflicting a 
wound 
that all but brought death to Mur­ 
ray. Brown w as tried on a charge 
of assault with a deadly 
weapon 
with intent to com mitt murder and 
was acquitted. 
Leaving this county, Brown ent­ 
ered the practice of law 
in 
Los 
Angeles and became prominent in 
legal, educational and political a f­ 
fairs. At one time he w as president 
of the Los Angeles board of edu­ 
cation. He figured spectacularly in 
the defense 
of 
Patrick 
Calhoun, 
president of the United Railroads, 
in San Francisco. The graft inves­ 
tigations and prosecutions brought 
Francis J Heney, who w as shot In 
court; Hiram W. Johnson and Fre­ 
mont Older, editor of the SanFran- 
j cisco Bulletin, into national prom- 
i inence. These three were associated 
! with the prosecution, an outstand- 
i ing result of which w as the convic- 
I tion of Abe Ruef.

He leaves 
two brothers and

Brown died as 
the result of a fall down a flight of 
steps in his home in Los Angeles.

Synopsis of Planting 
T bs writer has been dealing with 
the various things to plant with 
tho approach of tho proper time 
for each, and It now appears that 
a review of the field is necessary. 
To those not familiar w ith our 
plants and conditions, it m ay not 
be clear that some plants 
nave 
quits a w lds range of tim e for 
planting, 
and 
as 
this 
is 
Ideal 
weather a little information may 
be of value. 
Fruit trees may still be planted, 
provided good stock can be ob­ 
tained. 
There seems to be som e­ 
what of a shortage this year, as 
the planting season has been in 
full swing for som e time, naturally 
the supply is diminishing. 
The 
citrus fruits are a little more plen­ 
tiful. 
Avocados w ill be very dif­ 
ficult to find. 
The fact that roses are already 
established in cans in m ost nur­ 
series makes it possible to plant 
them at any time. 
In order to 
obtain the best selection, it is ad­ 
visable to choose them soon. W ith 
t few more days of warm weather 
it will be possible to select them In 
blossom, as many are budding now. 
Planted soon, you will receive the 
benefit of this year’s bloom. 
A 
number of planters do not seem to 
realize that they will receive any 
benefit from roses the first year 
planted. 
Should 
the 
party 
from 
whom 
you purchase your roses not have 
them established in cans, a little 
care should be exercised in hand­ 
ling. 
Both root and top growth 
will be appearing on a healthy 
bush and because of this should 
be well wrapped in w et paper or 
moss until ready to plant, 
Also 
a good watering at planting time 
is necessary. 
Bedding Plants 
The term bedding plants is used 
in various ways, but in general 
applies to those plants placed in 
beds within the garden for effect 
and 
flowers. 
Often 
the 
same 
plants are planted 
in 
borders 
or 
single rows. 
They may be either 
annual or perennial. Some of them 
are listed below as ready for im ­ 
mediate and future planting. 
For sun 
or part shade, 
those 
available are: : 
Stocks, snapdrag­ 
ons, gaillardia, marigold, larkspur, 
carnations, pansies, violets, petu­ 
nias, columbine, verbena, calendu­ 
la, bachelor’s button. 
Hedges 
All types of hedges and wind 
breaks can be planted at this time. 
A wonderful growth will be ob­ 
tained this season if planted soon. 
The m ost Important varieties are: 
Nepoieuse, 
privet. 
Japanese 
pri­ 
vet, japanese boxwood, Monterey 
cypres»*, eucalyptus, and 
tamarlx. 
For best results, the former three 
should be trimmed frequently. 
Eucalyptus is very difficult to 
obtain at present and it seem s that 
it will be at least 30 days before 
the present supply will be increas­ 
ed materially. 
The tamarlx will readily start 
from unrooted cuttings this month. 
Use a 12-Inch cutting, inserting all 


but two or three Inches la the 
ground. 
Parking Trees 
All types of parking trees may 
be planted to advantage now, ae 
they are alw ays balled or canned. 
Some varieties are scarce. 
The 
cocus plumosus probably will be 
difficult to obtain for four or six 
weeks yet, when the annual digg­ 
ing of 
them 
begtna 
They 
are 
grown by but few nurseries and 
they usually take out the quantity 
that is sold during the year just as 
they begin the season's growth. 
8hrubs 
Practically every shrub that Is 
used In Southern California can 
be 
transplanted

There la such a large 
field of the berried and flowering 
shrubs aa well as those with foli­ 
age value, that I shall not attem pt 
to enumerate them at this time.

Cairo 
camel dealers, taking unfair ad­ 
vantage of the m ajor’s knowledge 
of the animal, unloaded a worthless 
number of mangy, flea-bitten cam ­ 
els at a high price. Later, however,

SIMPLER TAXATION 


A joint congressional committee on taxation is go­ 
ing to try to devise a simpler income tax law. That 
would be almost as great a blessing as another tax 
reduction. 
Greater, indeed, to many citizens. 
The 
small taxpayer often spends more time and trouble 
on his tax report than the payment itself amounts to, 
even after several years of experience. 
It is necessarily a rather complex business, this fig­ 
uring out a system of income taxes which will take 
j account of every kind of income, provide for all 
j proper exemptions and give the government its due 
share without doing any injustice to the taxpayer. It 
is hard, too, to devise a simple tax report form. The 
! treasury department, on the whole, has done pretty 
we!! with the law' given it for administration. 
The 
law itself can probably be simplified so as to make 
the task of both treasury and public somewhat easier. 
As matters stand, it is said that most of the con­ 
gressmen themselves have to ask legal advice in mak­ 
ing out their tax reports, because they don’t under­ 
stand the operation of their own law.

PRICE LEVELS STEADYING 


Worth While Verse 


Commodity prices in this country, economists find, 
have fluctuated only about five cents on the dollar, 
one way or another, during the last five years. This 
seems to be a natural fluctuation, due to temporary 
causes rather than any basic cause. 
It means that the value of the dollar which measures 
prices appears to be stabilizing itself at a new level, 
which may be around 65 cents, compared with its 
pre-war level of IOO cents.

Among the peculiar follies of the physical cul­ 
ture movement none has seemed so completely pre­ 
posterous as the notion that systems of breathing 
of one tye or another are Im portant In the causing 
of any disease or in curing the m ajority of com­ 
plaints. 
"While breathing is 
not 
autom atically 
regulated 
by the human body in tne same manner as the beat 
of the heart may be, it is, to a large extent, an au ­ 
tomatic function controlled somewhat by reflexes. 
One can breathe as deeply or as fast as he wishes 
to. but when he is running or engaged in feats of 
strength, the lungs autom atically take In as much 
rir as they can to equal the demands made upon 
them for supplying oxygen to the blood. 
Normally a person inhales air through the nose, 
which removes dust and dirt and warms the air. 
When a person breathes through his mouth he 
has not these safeguards. 
Systems of breathing that have been proposed 
include "vitalic 
breathing,1’ 
abdominal 
breathing, 
rhythmical breathing and other schemes 
for 
con­ 
trolling the breathing rate and volume. All of these 
systems are irrational and cannot possibly benefit 
the general state of the body. 
One does not live 
for the lungs alone. 
Recently a promoter of a breathing system, who 
visited my office, said that according to his notion 
the secret of health was rhythmical deep breathing 
while engaged in long walks. 
He showed a body 
which was largely a barrel-shaped chest, but un­ 
fortunately a brain th at was not developed in pro­ 
portion. 
Actually It is possible 
through 
breathing 
too 
rapidly to produce a stopping of 
the 
respiration, 
and It is possible by breathing in too shallow a 
manner to produce changes in the blood th at are 
not healthful. 
Overbreathing results in introducing 
too much oxygen and a state of alkalosis due to re­ 
ducing the amount of carbon dioxide in the blood. 
The carbon dioxide in the blood is the regulator 
to some extent of the breathing rate. 
Oxygen cannot be kept In the body in quantities 
to be used as occasion demands; the amount is regu­ 
lated by the nature of the blood. 
A person should 
develop as much lungs as he needs for his norma) 
life, exactly as with the heart or 
w ith any 
other 
organ. 
One of the great dangers of too much athletics 
is the overbuilding of certain tissues which are not 
called on later and hence degenerate. 
Enough ex­ 
ercise should be taken to see that the lungs have 
a certain amount of regular ventilation and develop­ 
ment, but breathing systems should in general be 
1 deprecated.
